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Democratic front-runner Bill Clinton waded into 
a nasty labor dispute Wednesday, following up a 
fresh set of primary triumphs by trying to one-up 
President Bush’s leadership style. Paul Tsongas

| Jerry Brown seemed the odd-man out again af- 
q iter his brief ascendancy fizzled with a third-place 
wifinish in New York’s primary. He vowed, “We’re 
hnot going to go away quietly.” 

Clinton and Democratic party Chairman Ronald 
Brown both minimized the flipside of the Arkansas 
mgovernor’s victories in New York, Kansas and 
Wisconsin. 

“There are serious problems for George Bush, 
itoo,” the party chairman said on NBC’s “Today” 
‘show. “He hasn’t learned to roll up his sleeves and 
y get his hands dirty” dealing with the nation’s prob- 
lems, he said. 

Clinton’s trip to a strike-idled Caterpillar fac-

tory in Peoria, Ill., seemed just that, and he said 
the Bush administration should become involved 
in attempting to mediate a settlement. 

“Remember going back to the Kennedy years 
there was always an attempt by government ... 
to avoid prolonged strikes and keep people work- 
ing to settle,” he said after meeting separately 
with management and labor leaders and shaking 
hands with pickets. “If I were president ... I 
would have the Labor Department aggressively 
involved.” 

The Democratic maneuvering continued as 
Patrick Buchanan said he would next contest 
President Bush in the North Carolina primary on 
May 5. Bush has won every contest over his 
conservative challenger, holds a 963-54 delegate 
edge and is on track to clinch a nominating major- 
ity on May 5. 

Brown’s campaign reported taking out loans of 
$600,000 to wage a media war in New York. 
Clinton spokesman Jeff Eller said the governor 
began the New York campaign $900,000 in debt, 


“and I think it’s fair to assume we went back to 
the bank again.” 

In Peoria, Clinton said he wasn’t picking sides 
in the five-month strike by the United Auto 
Workers at the Caterpillar factory. About 13,000 
workers are off their jobs, and the company be- 
gan advertising this week for replacements. 

He cautioned management against trying to 
hire permanent replacement workers, saying it 
would have a “devastating effect” on the families 
involved and on worker-management relations 
nationwide. 

Jerry Brown headed for Virginia, which holds 
its caucuses next weekend, and told an inter- 
viewer that the Pennsylvania primary on April 
28 was “a worthy test” of the candidates. 

“You can’t beat Bush by getting 40 percent 
margins with a very low turnout,” Brown said, in 
a reference to Clinton’s New York victory mar- 
gin. “That’s not a mandate.” 

Clinton’s three victories Tuesday night left 
him far ahead in the competition for delegates.

Capitol Hill 
patrols perks

WASHINGTON — The Bush ad- 
ministration is scouring its operations 
to stop unjustified “perks,” but draws 
the line at any suggestion the presi- 
dent curtail political use of Air Force 
One, Budget Director. Richard Dar- 
man said Wednesday. 

“The public is rightly disturbed 
about some patterns it sees in Con- 
gress and the executive branch,” Dar- 
man said at a hearing of the Senate 
Appropriations subcommittee that 
oversees White House spending. 

But he said Americans draw a dis- 
tinction between Bush, who has a 
right to “the dignity of the office,” and 
lesser officials “who are trying to act 
like presidents.” 

The subcommittee chairman, Sen. 
Dennis DeConcini, D-Ariz., disputed 
a White House practice of requiring 
reimbursement of the equivalent of 
first-class air fare for political travel. 
The president’s specially modified 
Boeing 747 costs $25,000 an hour to 
operate, he said. 

“To me, there’s something wrong,” 
said DeConcini. “Ifthe president uses 
this and mixes politics with official 
business, the politics has to pay the 
real cost.” 

Darman defended the policy, how- 
ever. He said Bush, even when trav- 
eling for political purposes, cannot es- 
cape his duties as commander in chief 
and needs a coterie of personnel and 
equipment. 

He does not have the option of us- 
ing commercial flights, Darman 
noted. 

Charging the Bush re-election cam- 
paign, or other candidates on whose 
behalf the president travels, the full 
cost of Air Force One would be pro- 
hibitive and put the incumbent at a 
disadvantage to his Democratic oppo- 
nents, Darman contended. 

Wednesday’s hearing came in the 
midst of a Washington frenzy over the 
privileges of office: 

—The General Accounting Office 
issued an audit that found two top 
administration officials — Secretary 
of State James A. Baker III and for- 
mer White House Chief of Staff John 
Sununu — rolled up $774,000 in per- 
sonal and political travel on military 
planes in two years, but reimbursed 
taxpayers for less than 8 percent of 
that cost.

Middle East peace talks. 

Arafat’s two most important aides 
have been assassinated over the past 
four years and no one else has the 
stature to step in as successor of the 
divided PLO.

Opponents may usurp 
Yeltsin's special powers

MOSCOW — Russian lawmakers 
appeared to be on the verge of revok- 
ing President Boris Yeltsin’s extraor- 
dinary powers on Wednesday as mo- 
mentum swung back to his opponents 
during a crucial parliamentary ses- 
sion, 

Yeltsin still has time to lobby or 
compromise before a possible vote 
Thursday to declare “dissatisfaction” 
with his market reforms and cancel 
his authority to issue economic de- 
crees without legislative approval. 

The loss of his special powers, 
granted by parliament a year ago, 
would be a severe blow to the reforms 
and could lead to an overhaul of 
Yeltsin’s Cabinet. 

“Tf the president loses his extraor- 
dinary powers and his ability to lead 
the government, the entire Cabinet of 
course will resign,” Vice Premier Ye- 
gor Gaidar, the architect of the re- 
forms, told a meeting of Yeltsin sup- 
porters Wednesday night. 

“T’m afraid the odds are pretty good 
that the president. will lose his addi- 
tional powers,” said Gleb Yakunin, a 
lawmaker and Russian Orthodox 
priest.

Russian hard-liners by countering 
Ukraine’s claim to the Black Sea fleet 
and by speeding up the formation of a 
separate Russian army. 

In a corridor just outside the meet- 
ing hall, Yeltsin supporters hung a 
hand-drawn picture of a grenade with 
a pin in the shape of the president’s 
face. If it were withdrawn, the 
grenade — labeled “totalitarianism” 
and “anarchy” — would explode. 

But Yeltsin’s opponents took the 
offensive on Wednesday, forcing him 
to return to his lonely seat in front of 
the parliament and listen in silence as 
they accused him of reducing the Rus- 
sian people to poverty. 

“Reformers who began the so- 
called shock therapy must now learn 
two new words: first aid and resusci- 
tation, because that is what most of 
the population needs,” said lawmaker 
Valery Vorontsov.

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British election could break tradition 


LONDON — Prime Minister John Major and Labor Party leader Neil 
Kinnock both predicted victory on the eve of Britain’s national elections. 

On Thursday, voters may prove both men wrong. 

At the end of a frenetic three-week campaign that scarcely altered the 
opinion polls, Britain appeared headed for a minority government that would 
end 13 years of unshakeable Conservative Party rule. Recent polls put Labor 
support at 40 percent, a 2- to 3-point edge over the Conservatives. Only the 
Liberal Democrats, up 4 points to 20 percent, have gained significantly. 

If neither of the big parties wins a majority in the House of Commons, 
Liberal Democratic leader Paddy Ashdown’s price for support is a commit- 
ment to change the rules. 

Ashdown wants to abandon the British system of winner-takes-all in each of 
651 districts and adopt a voting system that allocates seats based on each 
party’s share of the national vote. If the voting is as close as the polls indicate, 
the outcome may not be known until Friday afternoon, when the last three 
dozen districts are expected to report. 

Major, facing a loss of the huge majority he inherited 16 months ago from 
Margaret Thatcher, insisted he was “absolutely stone-cold certain” of winning 
a majority on Thursday. 

“Tf it were not for the difficulties and bruises that have been caused by 
recession, I don’t think there would be any doubt there would be an increased 
majority for the Conservatives,” said Major, 49, flanked at party headquar- 
ters by seven Cabinet ministers. 


Waste site owners ordered to clean up . 


ROCKVILLE. Md. — The Nuclear Regulatory Commission demanded 
speedier cleanup of 46 severely contaminated nuclear sites Wednesday, com- 
plaining that the effort had lagged for years. 

Owners of the facilities could face fines or future license restrictions if they 
don’t comply. Most of the sites have long been closed. 

Separately, an Environmental Protection Agency study estimated there 
are more than 45,000 locations nationwide where there once were nuclear 
activities that may have contaminated land, buildings or water systems. 

In most locations this contamination is probably at very low levels, but in 
other cases such as at federal weapons facilities, it involves highly radioactive 
wastes and liquids, said officials who have reviewed the EPA study. 

Robert Bernero, director of the NRC’s Office of Nuclear Material Safety 
and Safeguards, said the sites do not pose an immediate health threat because 
they are not open to the public, but that they represent “a long-term environ- 
mental hazard” that needs to be cleaned up. 


Letter from committee condemns sexism 


(AP) — Sexism is a moral and social evil that the U.S. Catholic Church 
should fight in forums ranging from its own youth education programs to 
legislative battles for equal pay for equal work, a committee of bishops said 
Thursday. 

Treading between risking Vatican censure and the anger of millions of 
Catholic women, the committee did not back down to the demands of some top 
church leaders that its pastoral letter be downgraded to a pastoral statement. 

In the third draft, the bishops also call for each diocese to establish commis- 
sions on women and society and more discussion on allowing female deacons 
and altar servers. They also say the willingness of priesthood candidates to 
treat women as equals should be taken into consideration for ordination. 

The document by the Ad Hoc Committee for a Pastoral Response to 
Women’s Concerns also adheres closely to traditional church teaching in 
upholding the male priesthood and bans on artificial contraception. Abortion is 
described as an “unspeakable crime,” and lesbians are called to practice 
chastity. 


Antihistamine effectiveness questioned 


WASHINGTON — The antihistamines found in most of the cold remedies 
on the market may do more harm than good, medical experts said Wednesday, 
suggesting they be removed from those products. 

One of the experts said a shot or two of whiskey before bedtime might be 
better for a cold sufferer than a nip of Nyquil. 

While antihistamines are useful in treating allergies, their effect in treating 
the symptoms of a cold are marginal at best, witnesses told a House panel. 

“Since antihistamines have the potential to cause harmful effects, the risks 
associated with their use outweigh any meager benefit,” said Leslie Hendeles, 
a professor of pharmacy and pediatrics at the University of Florida. “It is my 
' opinion that these drugs should be removed from all non-pre 
4 promotediferthe'relief of cough and cold symptoms.”) 20m 

Hendeles said studies going back to the mid-1970s found that cold sufferers 
given antihistamines did no better than those given a placebo. In addition, he 
said, the antihistamines have potentially dangerous side effects, such as 
drowsiness and impaired mental performance. 

People with allergies get runny noses and watery eyes when the linings of 
their noses and eyes release histamine, Hendeles said. The treatment for that 
is an antihistamine, often in combination with a decongestant.

Municipal council wrestles 
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issue of property annexation : gia ie demas are om

The annexation question is a 
dilemma that has not yet been re- 
solved in Provo as the Provo City Mu- 
nicipal Council struggles with what is 
best for Provo and its residents. 

The request for the annexa- 
tion of property, at approximately 
880 North to 2000 North and from the 
railroad tracks and Interstate High- 
way 15 West toward Utah Lake into 
Provo City, was shot down at a tense 
Provo City Council Meeting on March 
31. The issue was discussed again at 
city council meeting on April 7 but 
still failed to get a majority vote from 
council members. 

The council was split in a three to 
four vote for annexation. However, to 
pass an item, there must be at least 
five council members in favor. 

Shari C. Holweg, council member, 
gave a statement at the beginning of 
the annexation discussion to explain 
she voted “no” on this annexation pro- 
posal in an attempt to get her fellow 
council members to talk to her again. 

“Before we boasted ‘Most Livable 
City’ to the world and invited them to 
come live with us, we should have 
prepared the guest room. We did 
not,” Holweg said. 

Holweg said she requested addi- 
tional information two weeks ago on 
the annexation in order to make a re- 
sponsible decision but was denied the 
information with the explanation, 
“We don’t know.” 

Holweg said, “If development is al- 
lowed to begin now, without a com- 
prehensive plan in place first, the 
growth will be patchy, without order, 
and we could easily end up with many 
repeats of Harbor Park, a fine idea 
that turned out to be not so fine.” 

Council members and residents of 
the affected area agreed the main rea- 
son to vote “yes” to the annexation 
would be to help alleviate Provo’s 
housing shortage. However, three 
council members and some residents 
expressed concerns that the existing 
problems in the area must be met be- 
fore the annexation takes place. Resi- 
dents and some council members said 
they were concerned about the an- 
nexation because no preliminary de- 
velopment plan has been made.

“This is a ‘Catch-22’ situation,” 
council member James H. Daley said. 

Daley said this is because some peo- 
ple think the annexation should come 
before the planning and others think 
the planning should come before the 
annexation. 

“You can’t put the cart before the 
horse,” said Otto Belvedere, devel- 
oper for the proposed Lakeview 
Neighborhood. 

Belvedere said the annexation 
should come first so that there is land 
available to make a plan for. 

Daley said approximately 40 per- 
cent of the land owners do not want to 
be annexed into Provo. “Why should 
we force anyone into something they 
do not want?” he said.

Now that the United States and the 
Independent States are supposed to 
have cooperative relations, they may 
be able to fix the problems with the 
treaty, he said. 

A current problem with the treaty 
is finding a successor to implement 
the program now that the Soviet 
Union no longer exists, he said. 
Kartchner said the most promising

Russia the successor. This would 
mean the other three nuclear repub- 
lics would have to turn their 
weapons over to Russian control 
and agree to cooperate with the 
treaty, he said. 

The republics may not be easily 
persuaded to do this since nuclear 
weapons have become political bar- 
gaining chips in the republics, he 
said. 

Before START began, the focus 
of arms control was in stopping the 
arms race then START was created 
to remove the incentive of nuclear 
war, he said. Now the focus of arms 
control should be building confi- 
dence and trust between countries, 
he said.

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New religion class 
is the right course 


The religion department is taking strides 
to accommodate students who are not LDS 
with a newIntroduction to Mormonism class 
next fall. 

In an interview for last Tuesday’s Issues 
page, Larry Dahl, the associate dean of reli- 
gious education, said a new religion class will 
be offered in Fall of 1992 specifically designed 
for students not familiar with the culture; 
teachings and scriptures of Latter-day 
Saints. 

“We have a new course starting Fall of 
1992 called Religion 100 which is an introduc- 
tion to Mormonism,” Dahl said. The new class 
is to prepare people who aren’t familiar with 
LDS doctrine for the other courses they are 
supposed to take. 

Right now, one section of Doctrines of the 
Gospel is designated for students of other 
faiths, but the religion department saw a 
need for a class to introduce students up front 
to things vanging from stake houses to 
Joseph Smith. 

This change is going to make the religious 
experience better for those students who 


come to BYU without years of primary, Sun- 
day school and seminary behind them. 

It’s also the right decision not to make sep- 
arate sections in each religion class for stu- 
dents of other faiths. Dahl said, “I try to be 
sensitive to the feeling of those who aren’t 
Mormon whether they are there are not.” 

Unfortunately, there is not enough sensi- 
tivity on this campus to people of other faiths, 
to women’s issues, to different cultures and 
even to minorities. The religion department’s 
efforts emulate the golden rule. If a Mormon 
were going to Notre Dame or Baylor, it 
would sure be nice to know a little bit about 
the predominant religion.

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Beethoven's classic comes to life 
through BYU choirs, symphony

Ending the semester in style, the University 
Singers, Concert Choir, Women’s Chorus and 
Men’s Chorus along with the BYU Philharmonic 
will present Beethoven’s Symphony No. 9 Thurs- 
day and Friday nights in the de Jong Concert Hall, 
HFAC. 

The piece, one of Beethoven’s final symphonies 
and the first to use a chorus with the orchestra, will 
be directed by Clyn Barrus, conductor of the Phil- 
harmonic. 

The Beethoven symphony was chosen because it 
is probably one of the most famous works in musical 
history and keeps with the tradition the Music De- 
partment has of combining the orchestra and choirs 
at the end of the semester, Barrus said. 

One of the reasons this symphony has survived 
the years is that it contains a powerful message, 
Barrus said.

The message is uplifting, one of strength 
and courage through the midst of despair — things 
Beethoven was feeling at the time he wrote this 
piece,” Barrus said. 

For the members, the best part about perform- 
ing a “classic” work is being able to sing with 
power. 

“The whole symphony builds to the final move- 


ment, the resolution of the piece,” said Concert 


Choir member Dave Dunbar, 22, a sophomore ma- 
joring in music education from Serra Vista, Ariz. 
“It has a powerful, exciting effect to it, and it is a 
magnificent ending to a powerful symphony. It is 
thrilling, and there is no other way to put it.” 

The other element some singers enjoy is the 
chance to do a serious work, even if it is sung in 
German. 

“Personally, I like singing in German, but I am 


not always sure of the pronunciation,” said Men’s 
Chorus member Matt Henrickson, 21, a junior ma- 
joring in physics from Buffalo, N.Y. 

The symphony also has some drawbacks, the 
most prominent being the high range that 
Beethoven demands from the voice. 

“The piece is high for all the voices, probably 
because Beethoven was completely deaf when he 
wrote it. But we can tackle it because of the sheer 
numbers that we have,” Dunbar said. 

All agree that singing with the orchestra is the 
best part about the concert. 

“Singing with the orchestra is much better than 
just with a piano,” said Concert Choir member 
Marci McKay, 21, a junior majoring in music edu- 
cation from Brigham City. “It adds that bit of 
magic to the piece that can’t be described.” 

Even though the choral part is only 10 minutes 
long, the members of the choirs are looking for- 
ward to singing this piece, especially after the hard 
work they have put into it.
